The demolition of the Pinecrest, 
Maple,andLaurelresidencehallsis 
making progressoncreatingmore 
recreationalgreenspaceoncampus. 
Brad Lawton, the head 
of Mansfield facilities, reports 
that Laurel's demolition is on 
schedule. Pinecrest is slightly off 
schedule because the workers 
discovered asbestos when they 
dug into the underground walls of 
the building. Because of this, they 
had to notify the state and come 
up with a different workaround. 
Pinecrest’s estimated finishtimeis 
in November. Maple’s demolition 
is estimated to begin in October 
or November and continue into 
the winter. “It all depends on the 
weather,’ Lawton noted. If there 
isnot too much snow, the workers 
willcontinueworkingthroughthe 
winter as they have until now. 
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Mansfield has been 
planningtodemolishMapleforthe 
past five years. However, the cost 
ofmaintainingtheothertwodorms 
rose, anda joint project was made 
to demolish all three buildings. 
The costs needed to upkeep the 
dorms included heating, electric, 
and insurance. Dr. Battin, Dean of 
StudentsandInterimVicePresident 
of Administration, stressed how 
expensive these expenses were, 
stating “It doesn’t seem like a lot, 
but it really is.”By demolishing the 
buildings, thecampuscanconvert 
thatutilizedspaceintogreenspace 
that all the students can enjoy. 

In the place of Pinecrest, 
therewillbeanaturalamphitheater 
made bythe gradation oftheland. 
A stage will be built at the bottom 
for concerts and other events. In 
MapleandLaurel’s place, there will 
be a quad. The rubble that can be 
left underground will be buried to 
leveltheground,whileallmetal will 


be recycled. If enough money is 
leftoverafterthegroundisleveled, 
they also hope to build a walking 
track on the side towards Manser. 

The entire —_— project 
is funded by _ Pennsylvania’s 
Department of General Services 
(DGS), which oversees the state’s 
infrastructure projects. Therefore, 
the funds come directly from 
the Pennsylvania budget and are 
separatefromMansfield’sspending. 
General Contractor Leonard 
S. Fiore from State College, 
Pennsylvania, was chosen to fulfill 


theproject.Previousworksinclude 
buildings on the Penn State main 
campusandthePennsylvaniaState 
Police Headquarters. The project 


began on April 5, 2021, and may 
take up until September 22, 2021, 
whichis522calendardaysafterthe 


startdate._Lawtonmentionedthat 


he is in constant contact with the 


foreman of the project and gets 


daily updates on all progress and 
any disturbances. 

Another aspect of the 
project is building a_ facilities 
maintenance building on the E 
parking lot. The building will be 
approximately 5000 square feet 
andwillserve asastorage building 
for all the equipment that was 
previously kept in Laurel hall. It 
willalsodecreasethesafetyhazard 
of having to cross Route 6 with 
differentequipment,asbothofthe 
maintenancebuildingsarecurrently 
on the other side of the road. 

Dr. Battin, noted, “[The 
demolition project] willbeaspace 
for campus life that will connect 
the operations side (academicand 
administrative buildings) of the 
mountain with the dorm life on 
campus.” Although the project 
is ongoing now, he notes that 
the final outcome will be a large 
improvement.

Esoterica

Mansfield University hosted 
Scranton-based artist Denis 
A Yanashot on_ Thursday, 
September 16,2021for the 
workshop, lecture and reception 
for his show Esoterica. 

The show, consisting of 
multiple mixed media works by 
Yanashot, opened on Monday, 
August 30th 2021 in the Loomis 
Gallery in Allen Halland was 
on display until September 23rd, 
2021.Titled Esoterica, Yanashot 
sought to create “sculptures 
and wall reliefs that fall out of 
context with the real world andit’s 
experiences as we know them.” 

Yanashot’s work was designed 
to prompt thought, and cause 
the viewer to question “What 
is, what was, and what may 
be in the future.”The lecture 





presentation that accompanied 
this idea was centered around 
the inexplicable and all that is 
still “not exactly known,’ and 
discussed wonders around the 
world such as Stonehenge, 
the Great Pyramids of 
Giza, Pumapunku, Baalbeck, 
Lebanon, and Sacsayhuaman, 
Peru. This esoteric element 
of his work was reflected in 
his series Offseason, which 
features four representations 
of the seasons based on the 
likeness of _ friends, Transition, 
depicting a soul in transit, and the 
centerpiece Esoterica. In the case 
of this work, as with many others in 
the show such as Caution, Upward 
Mobility, and Drone, the meaning 
of these contraptions and 
Having grown up just out- 

side of Scranton, PA, the heart of 
the coal industry that fueled the 
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industrial revolution, Yanashot 
understands life in coal country. 


This is reflected in his work, in 


which he often uses lumps of 
‘clum, the waste from the coal 


breakers.Specifically,heusespieces 
of culm from the Marvine coal 
colliery site in Scranton, as well 
as parts of the Breaker structures 
and the ‘Belt’ across the Lack- 
awanna River. These remnants 

of the anthracite coal industry 
are the base (quite literally) for 
many of his sculptures such 

as Drone and Friendly Fire and are 
part of other works, such as 
Copper Snakes. 

The student workshop 
led by Yanashot was held in Allen 
Hallinthe 021 sculpture studio at 
9:00am. Theworkshoplecture be- 
gan witha presentation on sculp- 
ture, and how it can be anything 
the artist makes of it. Yanashot’s

presentation included examples 
such as the artwork of Maurice 
Bennett, Marcel Duchamp, and 
MarcQuinn. Studentsworkedwith 
a deep-cast resin (hardener + the 
resin ina 1:2 ratio, mixed slowly 
for 5 minutes, and then remixed 
again for 4 minutes to prevent air 
bubblesandensureaclearcasting) 
and small found objects to create 
small resin artworks. The found 
objects were placed into silicon 
molds,andresinwas poured over- 
top of them. Students mixed 
mica powder, glass frit, and con- 
crete stain to color the resin and 
experimented with different color 
combinations. The casts werethen 
covered and set aside to cure for 
48 hours. Following this period of 
time, students will be able to pick 
up their creations from Allen Hall.

Former FBI Agent Speaks About 9/11

Mansfield University Criminal 
Justice Professor Mark Thompson 
gave a presentation about the 
history of 9/11 and his personal 
involvementasa former FBlagent 
onSeptember8, 2021 in Allen Hall. 
Thompson's presentation, 
titled “September 11, 2001: What 
Happened 20 Years Ago?” was 
both informative and personal in 
nature. Over90peopleattended, 
includingstudents, professors, staff 
members, and students from the 
policeacademy.Thompson began 
byexplainingtheeventsthatledup 


totheattack,includingtheembassy 
bombings in Kenya and Tanzania 
in 1998,andthe USS Cole attackin 
Yemen in 2000. 





He then showed videos and 
photos of the aftermath from the 
attacks on the Twin Towers in 
New York City and the Pentagon 
inWashington D.C."[The damage] 
is not captured by pictures,” he 
remarked. 

Thompson went on to list the 
casualties, stating “2,977 people 
died in a matter of two days.” 
Over 400 of which were New 
York City firefighters, police 
force, and port authority officers, 
making it the single deadliest day 
for law enforcement in United 


States history. There was also one 
FBI agent, named _ Leonard 
Hatton. Thompson knew Hatton 


personally,astheywerebothbomb 
technicians,andeventaughtatthe 


same training in August 2001 in 
Watkins Glen, NY. 

About a third of the rubble 
that had been cleared from 
Ground Zero in Manhattan 
was transported to Fresh Kills 
landfill in Staten Island, New 
York. Thompson was one of the 
thousands of workers whotried 
to recover remnants of those 
killed in the attacks. 


He noted that as of July 


2019, only 644 people have been 
positivelyidentified,leavingovera 
thousand people with no remains 
ever found. With enhanced DNA 
testing,scientistsstillactivelywork 
to identify people in the present 
day. 

Towards the end of his 
presentation, Thompson listed

The application process through 
the International Student Exchange 
Program (ISEP) 1s 
simple, and MU has some fantastic

study abroad advisors. The cost is 
the same as attending MU for a 
semester. The biggest catch is that 
it costs a semester of your four-year 
college experience (more if you’re 
planning on grad school). 


Many intensive majors, 
including education, science and 
nursing, require an undergraduate 
to take specific courses, designate 
certain semesters for interning or 
real-world practice, or take on an 
immense amount of out-of-class 
work. These requirements are 
rightfully in place to prepare MU 
eraduates for their career paths and 
give them connections and work 
opportunities before they enter the 
workforce. 

Other time-stealers like Student 
Government, Greeks, sports, and 
The Flashlight can be incredibly 
important for your college 
experience as well. Extra-curricular 
activities take up an immense 
amount of time and effort and can 
be the final factor for not looking 


abroad. Missing a semester means 


stepping down from _ executive 
positions, missing out on annual 
events, and losing touch with the 
friends and colleagues who share 
your interests. 

So who has the chance at an 
abroad experience? It’s a small circle 
on the Venn diagram, requiring a 
non-intensive career path, and a 
perspective of what you want to 
get out of your valuable time at 
MU.

one member of Mansfield’s baseball 
team has not only kept competing, 
but he has taken his athletic career 
to a new level. 

Assaf Lowengart is a former 
member of the Israeli military, a 
senior business major at Mansfield 


University, and a shortstop on the 
Mountie baseball team. Over the 
summer, he also officially earned 
the title “Olympian.” As a patt 
of Israel’s national baseball team, 
Lowengart traveled with his home 
country’s team to the 2020 Tokyo 
Olympic Games, the first Games 
they have qualified for 
the establishment of the Israel 
Association of Baseball in 1986. 
Team Israel, who was initially not 
expected to qualify, exceeded all 
expectations to place 5th in the

Games. Lowengart — one of the 
four Israeli-born players to take 
to the field — played outfield and 
described the

pandemic, as _ being 
everything,” despite the peculiarity 


of some of the circumstances. 


“Its a forty-thousand _ seat 
stadium, and it’s empty,’ he said 
in a recent interview with The 
Flashlight. “Like, it’s weird. It’s the 
biggest stage in the world, and you 
can literally hear the ball hit the seat 
... You never hear that stuff.” 

He went on to describe the 
last game Team Israel played as 
being one of the most memorable 
moments, despite it being a loss. 
“We came in and nobody expected 
[anything of] us... So just beating 
those odds and finishing in fifth 
were amazing,” said Lowengatt. 

In September, Lowengart took a 
brief leave from his classes to play 
3rd base for Team Israel at the 2021 
European Baseball Championship 
in Italy, where they finished a well- 
deserved second-place. While the 
team had hoped to win the final 


geame, Lowengart attributes the 
experience as an overall success in 
gaining international publicity and 
establishing a place for Team Israel 
as one of the best in the world. 

“It was a really sick experience . 
.. teally just being around a lot of 
Israeli-born players on the baseball 
field at a high level, and being able 
to compete and get second place, 
and just shatter every expectation 
people had of us, said Lowengart. 
He added, “It was awesome.” 


Lowengart began playing 
baseball during his childhood 
in Israel. He recounts his first 


memory of baseball as being a 
rather negative one. Lowengart 
recalls, “When I was six, we went 
as a family to [Milwaukee during

my dad’s sabbatical]. So, we went 
to a baseball game, ‘cause [my 
dad] wanted to show me, like, an 
American game and American 
culture stuff. And the first memory 
[I have] is me actually being six- 
years-old, crying at a baseball game 
because some dude spilled his beer 
on my head.” 

Lowengart laughed at his early 
memory, adding that he did not 
begin playing baseball himself until 
he was eleven or twelve. He recalled 
seeing baseball on TV and asking 
his parents if he could try it. “It 
was teally just me wanting to know 
what all the fuss was about,’ he 


said. Initially, they were not sure if 
there were any programs in Israel, 
but he was able to find one online 
that was about an hout’s drive from 
their house. 

He attributes his athletic success 
to his parents, especially his father. 
Lowenagrt said, “We built a cage 
in my backyard so I could practice 
every day. Everything I needed; he 
eave it to me. [ think that he’s what 
inspired me to play baseball.” 

After serving in Israel’s military, 
Lowengart attended college in 
the US., first in California (San 
Joaquin Delta College), then at 
SUNY Sullivan before transferring 


as a junior to Mansfield. ““There’s 
places you can play baseball and 
evetybody’s for themselves, and 
nobody cares what’s going on... 
[At Mansfield] it’s a team. You’re 
not playing for yourself.” he said. 
He said that he is looking 
forward to reprising his role of 
shortstop on the Mountie baseball 
because“|As shortstop] 
everyone is counting on you to be 


team, 


the leader on the field, and you get 
to make some cool plays on the 
way.” 

On campus, Lowengart said 
that he can most often be found 
hanging out at Mountie Coffee 


while working towards A’s on 
his assignments, and, of course, 
practicing out on the baseball field. 
Despite his international athletic 
success, he confesses he does not 
necessarily correlate this part of his 
identity with his of being a student. 
“If I walk by, nobody’s going to 
recognize me [for baseball]. [’m 
just a student from a small town in 
Israel,’ Lowengart says. “I know at 
the same time that ’m an Olympic 
athlete and all that, but I’m just a 
normal guy.” 

When asked about his future 
plans, Lowengart said he planned 


to play professional baseball, 


to be the first 
Israeli-born professional player. 
He also said that he is already 
training for the Super 6 in 2022, 
the 2023 European Baseball 
Championships, and, of course, 


specifically 


future Olympics. 

“That’s the funny thing,” 
he said when asked 
the predictability of a team’s

success. “Baseball is different. 
Anybody can win; any team can 
beat any team.” 

Come 2023, Lowengart 1s 
hoping to do just that. And when 
he does, the entire Mansfield 
community will once again be 
cheering him on.

The Mansfield SGA and Office 
of Student Activities held a Student 
Club and Organization Leadership 
Training Session on Wednesday, 
October 13 in Alumni 307.

He 
emphasized a quote from ancient 
Chinese philosopher Lao Tsu that 
read, “‘A leader is best when people 
barely know he exists, when his 
work is done, his aim fulfilled, they 
will say: we did it ourselves.” He 
emphasized that a leader’s work is 
mostly done behind the scenes. 
Next, SGA Treasurer Sarah Hart 
presented on how to create clubs 
and ask for funding, If students 
want to start a new organization, 
they should fill out a “Petition to 
Create a New Organization” form, 
which can be found on the Mansfield 
website. In the form, it asks for 


the name of the organization, its 
mission, its meeting time/location, 
qualifications for membership,

encouraged students to reach out if 


bylaws, and constitution. 
they needed assistance with any of 
these items. 

Hart then explained that an 
organization is considered inactive 
if it has not met for over a year. 
If clubs would like to become 
active again, they have to fill out 
the “Active Student Organization 
Recognition” form, also found on 
the Mansfield website. This asks for 
information like the name of the 
otganization, its mailbox location, 
officers’ contact information, and 
how frequently new officers are 
elected. She also noted that all 
active organizations must fill this 
form out at the beginning of every 
semester whether they have been 
inactive or not.

Budget requests are then reviewed 
and approved by the Committee 
on Finance (COF) every March. 
Other requirements for funding 
include fundraising efforts and 
participating in volunteering events. 

Hart went over the process for 
requesting funds from COF as well. 
Clubs have to know their CCSI 
number, unallocated/allocated 
balance, and how much they want to 
request. They will also be asked how 
the funds will be spent and how they 
can benefit the entire student body 
and campus community. Requests 
are then reviewed by COF every 
Tuesday at 11:30 AM in Alumni 
312. If requests are over $1,000.00, 
they must be approved by the SGA 
body as well. Once requests have 
been approved, they must submit 
a CCSI payment request along 
with their proof of purchase to be 
reimbursed. Elysee McPherson, the 
CCSI Fiscal Technician, was also 
present at the event. She announced 
to the students, “If you want to buy 
something in advance, come to my 
office in the Mountie Den and we 


can work something out together.” 
She encouraged students to keep 
in constant communication with 
CCSI as it acts as the bank for their 
organization. 

Hart wrapped up her part of 
the presentation by explaining how 
to reserve a room for a meeting or 
event, how to reallocate funds, how 
to request a cash advance, and how 
to start writing a constitution and 
bylaws. 

SGA President GG Murray 
then asked the attendees what 
they believed a student leader was. 
One student replied, “Someone 
who leads by example.” She called 
on a few more students to share 
their insights. She then explained 
that a student leader is “one who 
takes responsibility, one who is 
fair and equitable, and one who 
represents and advocates for fellow 
students.” She also explained the 
ovetwhelming benefits of being a 
student leader. These included being 
exposed to different opportunities 
on campus, learning how to work in 
a team, and networking with more 
individuals.

The study was conducted by Dt. 
Matthew Osman, a postdoctoral 
research associate at the University 
of Arizona Climate Systems 
Center. This study was published 
in proceedings of the National 





Academy of Sciences. 

The North Atlantic jet stream 
is a ribbon of prevailing westerly 
It 1s 
often referred to as the “Polar 
Jet,’ and the high-altitude winds 
impact weather and climate across 
North America and Western 
Europe, accounting for 10-15% 


winds encircling the arctic. 


of the annual precipitation and 
temperature trends in both regions. 
There is little data to explain how the 
jets stream varied during the past, 
however, that could be changing 
with the help of researchers. 
Osman’s new research provides 
insights in how the position and 
intensity of the North Atlantic jet 
stream has changed during the last 
1200 years. The findings suggest 
that the position of the jets stream 


could migrate outside the range of 
natural viability by the year 2060. 
The continuation of high-level 
ereenhouse gas emissions could 
lead 
consequences for societies on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

Osman’s research team collected 


to drastic weather-related 


glacial ice core samples from nearly 
50 different sites spanning the 
Greenland ice sheet to “reconstruct 
changes in windiness across the 
North Atlantic dating back to the 
18th Century.” The reconstructions 
suggest that natural viability has 
thus far masked the effect of 
human activity on warming at 
mid-latitude atmospheric dynamics 
across annual and long-time scales. 
Osman admits that while they have 
not had a great sense of how or

Near the 
eround the winds are often referred 
to as storm tracks, and these tracks 
impact weather and climate across 
North America and other parts of 
the wolrd. Osman also explains that 
weather events like this previous 
summer’s heat wave in the Pacific 


Northwest and the floods in Europe, 


particularly Germany, are recent 
examples on how the jet stream 
affects weather-patterns based on 
its intensity or location in the short 
term.

During the first week of my 
exchange program in Graz, Austria, 
I had a series of simple tasks that 
ended up pushing me to more 
limits than any academic course 
Ive ever taken. 

Finding my first hotel saw me 
pushing two suitcases down a 
village street in the wrong direction 
for a quarter mile, and jumping 
in a taxi, only to have the driver 
point out a particular hotel 300 
meters away. Figuring out the train 
system cost me two 24-hour passes, 
several panicked conversations 
with conductors, and waiting at a 
terminal for 2 hours after I stepped 
off at the wrong time. Seeing the 
outskirts of Graz ended up with 
me getting trapped inside Messe 
Graz, a massive convention center 
that wasn’t actually the COVID 
testing station, and jumping over a 
toll booth gate to escape. Getting 
to my apartment was 9 stressful 


hours of lugging around suitcases, 
incorrectly filling out forms in 
German, and introducing myself 
cluelessly to my roommates, who 
were told nothing about another 
resident, especially not a loud 
American. 

Actually, that was just Samstag 
(Saturday) through Montag 
(Monday). After those first few 
days of continuous blundering and 
surviving the best I could, Graz was 
mine to explore. The whole city, 
which has a population of around 
283,000, the second-largest city in 
Austria, is built around SchloBberg, 
a small mountain of stone and trees 
topped with a castle of the same 
name built in the 10th century. It 
takes about 10 minutes to climb the 
stairs up to the best view in the city, 
and about two days to fully recover 
from it. 

The Mur river splits the city, with 
trams, taxis, and an inexhaustible 
number of bikes overwhelming 
the bridges between West and East

Graz. The Innere Stadt of Graz 
is one of the best-preserved city 
centers in Europe, and each cobble 
street has that “European” feel. 
Stadtpark and Augarten are two 
places where one can find respite 
from the noise of the city. People 
find themselves next to SchloBberg 
and the Mur river accordingly, and 
are the busiest spots in the city on 
Sonntags (Sundays). 

I figured all of this out over 
the next two weeks, in between 
failed attempts at pasta salad and 
laundry runs.

I have a list on my phone of 
all the people ve met and where 
they're from (spelled to the best 
of my ability). As of writing this, 
that’s 46 names, only four of which 
are American, and maybe only 15 
that come from English-speaking 
countries like Ireland and England. 


I’ve learned that: nationality carries 
a lot of meaning, nobody knows 
what Chex or Goldfish are, karaoke 
is universal, as are ABBA and 
the Arctic Monkeys, Kosovo is a 
whole country in the Baltic States, 
regueton is Spanish dance music, 
Portugal is not actually in South 
America, and every stereotype that 
we could imagine other countries 
having about America is very real. 
I’ve been asked about guns, parades, 
presidents, big serving sizes, health 
insurance, drinking and driving 
ages, and many times why I thought 
Portugal was in South America. 

I have two pieces of advice from 
just over a month into my program. 
If you're thinking about studying 
abroad, do it. There’s more to learn 
in this city in a month than a year 
back home. And, if you do go 
abroad, learn the language before 
you get there. Being two units into a 
Duolingo German course is getting 
me nowhere.

The main character 
of the show, Floyd, is, in Scott’s 
wotds, “an amalgam of the two of 
us.

The concepts of their episodes 
come from conversations between 
Scott and Sabo, which evolves 
into writing and editing a script.

"Layers of the Matrix" Opens in Loomis Gallery

Mansfield artist Paul Bozzo 
opened his show called “Layers of 
the Matrix” in the Loomis Gallery 
on Wednesday, October 27, 2021 
with a lecture and reception in 
Allen Hall. Bozzo’s show features 
an assortment of paintings and 
photographs. 

At the lecture, Bozzo presented 
his process for creating his textured 
paintings. He first spreads two thin 
layers of joint compound onto 
his surface, and presses objects 
such as doilies, pressed plants, 
puzzles, etc. to leave impressions 


in the plaster. After sanding and 
applying two coats of polymer 





medium to waterproof the plaster, 
color is added. The colors are 
applied in layers of acrylic paint 
and are literally hand-painted. 
In his paintings, Bozzo explains, 
“most of the colors were rubbed 
on by hand.” Once the final matte 
and gloss mixed finish is added to 
achieve a satin finish, the paintings 
are complete. 

The photographs are layered 
well. Bozzo takes 
beautiful

artworks as 
photographs of 
landscapes and 


photographs or images of his 


uses 
textured paintings to create a 
new artwork entirely. “It’s almost 
like you have infinite control,’ 
Bozzo said when asked about his 


photographic works. He explained 
that the process is completely 
digital, and he utilizes his camera, 
transparencies, layers, eraser tools, 
and other tools to create his photos. 

Paul Bozzo earned his BA in 
Art Education from Mansfield 
University, 
He worked as an art teacher at 
Warren L. Miller Elementary 
School in Mansfield, PA, for 31 
years. After retiring, Bozzo worked 


graduating in 1971. 


as a supervisor for Art Education 
students at Mansfield University for 
the 3D Design and Drawing I classes 
for the next 6 years. Throughout 
his teaching career, painting was a 
weekend hobby for Bozzo. After 


retirement, he was able to delve 


deep into the craft. “I discovered 
a bucket of joint compound in the 
house, and I figured out I could 
create textures with it,’ Bozzo said. 
“And that was the beginning of my 
texture paintings.” Bozzo closed his 
lecture: “whatever you do, go out 
and have some fun with it.” 

MU students will have the 
Opportunity to participate in 
a wotkshop led by Bozzo on 
November 3 and 10. Students will 
have the opportunity to create 
a painting of their own design.

Kebap and German

Ali mit Alles is a street-side 
kebap restaurant facing the Karl- 
Franzens campus in Graz. It's no 
more than a 5-minute walk from 
wherever your class just was, and 
well worth it. There's a menu 
hanging over the counter, which 
looks like an American Subway 
display, 
German. The choices are easily 


except everything's in 
enough to satisfy an adventurous 
customer for a few weeks, but I've 
only ordered one option each time 
I've visited. 

For 3,50€, I can spend 2 minutes 
trying my best in German to explain 
what I would like on my kebap. 
Originally from Turkey, a kebap is a 
pita-shaped sandwich with lettuce, 
onions, tomatoes, and roasted beef 
ot chicken, which is a staple for the 
majority of Europe, and the go-to 


for any student after classes or at 3 
a.m. after a night out. And for good 
reason - I'd take a kebap over an 
Austtian-priced Five Guys burger 
any day. In fact, the only thing 
keeping me from ordering one 
every day is the amount of stress 
that those two minutes cost, on top 
of the 3,50€. 

I've slowly learned the German 
phrases that come up in ordering 
food and checking out at a register. 
I walk into Ali mit Alles with "Eins 
Doner klassiker met Rindfleische, 
bitte." After I get another cue, it's 
"Alle, bitte," and then I try "Fur 
gehen, bitte” before paying and 
leaving with some form of "Auf 
Wiedersehen." 
I’m asked something I haven’ 


Every so often, 
memorized, and have to switch 
to my alternative: "Ich spreche 
nur Englisch." But now, instead 
of paying with stress, it’s the guilt 


of being a monolingual American. 
I've become very familiar with 
“The Look” of understanding that 
I get from German speakers when 
they realize that I can't speak their 
lancuage. They nearly always switch 
to English to help me out, and are 
very friendly about the whole deal. 
I’ve used the excuse of being 
a last-ditch effort 
to excuse my own ignorance. In 
the US., upwards of 80% of the 


population is monolingual. I have 


American as 


taken four ineffective geography 
courses in my whole life, and studied 
five languages with as much success. 
If I bring up the word “American,” 
people immediately understand that 
I’m missing a lot of knowledge they 
take for granted. So in general, I 
try my absolute hardest to disguise 
myself as European (I’ve been told I 
could pass for Finnish). Feeling like a 
tourist for five months isn’t my idea 


of a comfortable situation. 

Plenty of exchange students 
here are in some sort of linguistic 
field, and a few people I’ve met 
speak 4-6 languages. On the other 
hand, a master’s student here from 
Yorkshire, England, feels no guilt 
at all about only speaking English. 
Americans are very lucky to not 
need another language, and we can 
make it through our lives without 
encountering another. Of course, 
the US. is pretty big compared to 
the smaller European countries 
with weighty national borders. 

The following is a contribution 
from my friend who introduced me 
to kebap in the first place. I asked 
her to write about language and 
the differences between European 
countries and the US.

I have never been to the 
United States. All I know about 
it comes from movies and books 
representing American culture. I'm 
from Slovenia, which is a country 
of 2 million, between the Balkan 
states and central Europe, the real 
crossroad of culture and mentality, 
5 hours from Vienna and 4 hours 
from Venice. You may connect us 
with two famous Slovenians in the 
States, Luka Donci¢é and Melania 
Trump. Hi, I'm Elektra and I 
study history and religious studies 
as parallel degrees. I am from the 
country where we do not have to 
pay for university. 

I came to Graz as an Erasmus 
which is 


exchange program where thousands 


student, a Huropean 
of students from all across Europe 
visit other parts of Europe for 
a semester or whole year. It 1s 
basically a thing to promote unity 


and a collective European spirit 
between young people. We have to 
do it for the future of the European 
Union, since nations are way too 
different between each other. We 
do feel European, but our nation 
always comes first. 

Not in the way of aggressive 
nationalism, but every country 
has its own history, language and 
perspective of the world. There are 
traumas to avoid mentioning like 
Hitler to the Germans, the war to 
the Balkans, or that Ireland is the 
same as Great Britain. Always show 
respect to every nationality. If, for 
example, you do not know where 
Portugal is, you should ask instead 
of guessing "That's in South 
America, right?" We love to talk 
about our countries and culture, 
and we respect the effort of asking, 
although Europe is complicated. It 
feels to me, even though I know 
very little about the States, the 
average American knows even less 


about Europe. 

Nations in Europe see each 
other as far from equal, and 
especially Eastern Europe can be 
taken as "less worthy." History 
holds all of the answers to how 
things are, so even if I hate it, I 
can at least understand it. Every 
nation has an identity, and some 
are more dominant than the others; 
whoever had a more important role 
in history considers themselves 
more important. That's how many 
stereotypes about identities and 
character of different nations arise, 
although many of them are true. 

As a Slovenian, we have "I'm a 
little country" complex, where we 
do not expect foreigners to know 
where Slovenia is or even less, to 
speak Slovenian. We start learning 
Enelish when we are about 7 years 
old, and German at 12 (1 did not, 
because I was stubborn, and I still 
regret it). In high school, we pick 


one more language - I had Italian. 


At the university where I study 
History, I had to learn German and 
Latin, for understanding historical 
soutces. So I speak all five, which I 
do not find that impressive - many 
people speak even more languages. 
Besides, it can get really confusing. I 
came to Graz after I spenta semester 
in Italy, so I was constantly mixing 
Italian and German, which was 
kind of fun. While English may be 
the lingua franca of modern times, 
many people do not appreciate it or 
speak it. 
Europe 1s 
beautiful, and I see it as much 


interesting. It is 


more complex than the States. I 
would definitely recommend you 
visit, but always first take a look in 
some atlas, to get the feeling how 
everything is positioned. Catch 
up with a little history, and after 
that, do not hesitate to come. But 
remember, Europe is much more 
than just Paris or Venice.

Student media from Bloomsburg 
University and Mansfield University 
hosted a livestream regarding the 
Northeastern Integration between 
Bloomsburg, Lock Haven, and 
Mansfield on November 18 at 
7:00 PM. It comprised of four 
30-minute segments, each with 
different panelists. Most of the 
questions that were asked were 
submitted via a Google Form that 
was distributed before the event on 
all three campuses. 

From 7:00 PM — 7:30 PM, the 
livestream focused on campus 
administration. Panelists included 
Dr. Jamie Martin, the Association 
of Pennsylvania State College and 


University Faculties (APSCUF) 
President, Dr. Diana  Rogers- 
Adkinson, the Bloomsburg 


University Provost, Dr. Ron 
Darbeau, the Lock Haven Provost, 


and Dr. John Ulrich, the Mansfield 
University Moderator 
Aaron Sudia Boivin, an editor of 


Provost. 


Bloomsburg University’s student 
news outlet BUNow, began the 
conversation by asking the panel 
how the universities will keep 
their individual 
Integration. Dr. Rogers-Adkinson 
commented, “The plan for the 


identities after 


Northeastern Integration is to 
keep the campus names forward. 
Really use whatever name is holistic 
over the entity itself in terms of 
one integrated university as the 
secondary.” She noted that this was 
different from the three integrated 
schools in Western Pennsylvania. 
Boivin asked if there will be 
any difference in the cost of 
attendance after the three schools 
are integrated. Dr. Rogers- 
Adkinson noted that the 2022-2023 
costs will remain different for each 
institution, but that future pricing is 


to be addressed. Dr. Martin added, 
“We have heard in the past that there 
could be up to a 25% reduction to 
costs to students at these integrated 
campuses. It is still not clear that 
is actually going to be realized.” 
The segment concluded with the 
panel discussing the notices of the 
intent to retrench faculty at Lock 
Haven and Mansfield. Dr. Darbeau 
stated, “Faculty who have recetved 
notices of intent are guaranteed 
employment for at least the 22-23 
year, and quite likely for the 23-24 
year. That allows a new university 
to reassess needs, reevaluate the 
curriculum, and reabsorb faculty 
into the array.” 

From 7:30 — 8:00 PM, the 
livestream featured two panelists 


from the Pennsylvania State 
Legislature, Representative 
Stephanie Borowicz and 
Represenative David Millard. 


Moderator Mel Aikens, a student 





editor at Bloomsburg’s student 
news site The Voice, asked the 
two representatives what the main 
reason behind integration was. 
Representative Borowicz answered 
that the two main reasons were the 
decrease in student enrollment and 
trying to save higher education in 
the state system. Representative 
Millard stated, “We all recognize 
as legislatures that our state system 
universities are economic engines 
in every community that they’re 
located in, and it spreads beyond 
that community. What we don’t 
want to see the absence of any of 
these universities because of that 
economic factor.” 

Moderator Ava Stasen, an author 
at BUNow, asked the representatives 
if they supported increased state 
funding of the universities. Stasen 
stated, “I believe Pennsylvania is 
the 47th out of 50 in the country 
i funding].”

Borowicz replied, “We just voted 
last budget $25 million 
towards this integration program.

I don’t think it’s necessarily a cost 
issue, we are fully funding our 
state systems and this integration 
program.” Millard stated, “There 
were a couple of years throughout 
budget negotiations when the state 
was running a terrible deficit in the 
billions that we might have kept 
funding in check, but typically we 
are on board with funding [the state 
system] to the best of our abilities.” 

From 8:00 — 8:30 PM, the 
livestream focused on faculty and 
staff leadership. It featured campus 
APSCUF Presidents Dr. Richard 
Goulet from Lock Haven, Dr. Eric 
Hawrelak from Bloomsburg, and 
Dr. Brian Loher from Mansfield. 
It also featured campus American 
Federation of State, County, and 


Municipal Employees Presidents 
(AFCSME) Shawn Makar from 
Lock Haven and Mike Wilson 
from Mansfield. Boivin began the 
discussion by asking the unions 
how they have been involved in 
the integration process. Dr. Goulet 
stated that faculty participated in 
the various working groups that 
were assembled since integration 
was first announced. However, he 
also noted that, “Until the Board 
of Governors meeting this past 
July 15, the APSCUF union and the 
majority of faculty expressed an 
opposition to consolidation.” 
Moderator Sarah Hart stated 
the financial state of the universities 
requires cuts to both faculty and 
staff. She asked what the AFCME 
Presidents were hearing from the 
staff at each of their universities 
relating to this topic. Makar stated,

“Anxiety levels are running really 
high. No one knows whose job is 
safe, who’s is not safe. I understand 
their need to cut, but they’re not 
going to balance the budget on the 
backs of staff members that are 
making $28,000-$30,000 a year.”

the staff after they were already 
made, rather than asking for their 
input. Wilson expressed that the 
secretaries at Mansfield have been 
under high stress due to staffing 
cuts. 

The final segment from 8:30 
PM — 9:00 PM focused on athletics 
and campus life. Panelists featured 
the athletic directors from the 
three Dr. Michael 
McFarland from Bloomsburg, Dr.

Tom Gioglio from Lock Haven, 
and Pegey Carl from Mansfield. 


It also featured Albert Jones, the 
Chief DEI Officer at all three 
universities, and Austin Boroch, 
the Pride Center Coordinator at 
Mansfield. Moderator Madelyn 
Mertz, a journalist at BUNow, 
asked how sports team recruitment 
will be affected by integration. Dr. 
Gioglio stated, “As far as its impact 
on athletics, we see it being very 
positive. Each athletic department 
its going to keep its current array 
of sports offerings, each athletic 
department is also going to keep 
their current NCAA membership 
and their conference affiliations. 
We will still look the way we look.” 

Boivin then asked if there was 
an intention to work on events that 
would unite the students at each 
campus. Jones tesponded, “We 
are now opening opportunities for 
our students on the student affairs
